As shown in FIG. 1, on the backside of the television, a long plate 
51 having a damper 50 is placed and fixed between the backrest frames 
38 so as to determine the initial position and angle of the television. 

When a passenger watches television, he/she holds the lower 
part of the television 33 and adjusts the angle thereof for easier 
watching. The television 33 is integrated as a single unit with the 
rotating plate B32 so that the angle thereof can be adjusted by the 
second rotation function including the rotating plate B32. When a 
passenger in a front seat reclines the seat, the rotating lever 1 rotates 
and the wire 13 of the wire cable 11 fastened on the rotating lever 1 
moves. Since the outer jacket 12 of the wire cable 11 is fastened, the 
movement of the wire 13 is directly transmitted to the other end thereof 
so as to rotate the connecting plate 27 around the rotation center of the 
tilting unit 28. Since the connecting plate 27 is integrated as a single 
unit with the rotating plate A29, the first rotation function including the 
rotating plate A27 can also be rotated. The rotation of the first rotation 
function allows the television 33 to rotate, which results in an 
adjustment of the angle of the television screen in accordance with the 
reclining angle. 

There are two methods for relatively adjusting the reclining 
angle and the television rotation angle. In the first method, they can 
be adjusted by changing the distance between the wire hole 22 of the 
rotating lever 1 and the hole 4 that is the rotation center. In the 
second method, they can be adjusted by changing the distance 
between the fastening square hole 30 of the connecting plate 27 
provided on the rotating plate A29 of the tilting unit 28 and the rotation 
center of the tilting unit. This means the change in the distance 
between the rotation center of the tilting unit and the power point of the 
wire, and various other methods can be conceived. 

When a passenger who sits in the reclined front seat changes the 
angle of the television, he/she only needs to hold the lower part of the 
television 33 and rotate it, just as the above-mentioned adjustment of 
the initial angle. By doing so, only the second rotation function of the 



tilting unit 28 rotates, while the first rotation function does not rotate. 
This is because the torque Tl of the first rotation function is higher than 
the torque T2 of the second rotation function. Therefore, by making 
the difference between the torque Tl and the torque T2 large enough, 
a television rotating means with more stable operability and better 
usability can be realized.
